No. 279-3380) containing the active ingredients zeta-cypermethrin and bifenthrin order to revise the ingredients
statement on the label so as to list the chemical name of the zeta-cypermethrin active ingredient along with the
common name.

This label notification follows the Agency guidance for use of common and chemical names for active ingredients as
detailed in Pesticide Registration Notice 97-5. The common name for the active ingredient in these products,
“zeta-cypermethrin”, is approved by the American National Standards Institute (ANSI). The chemical name to be
added represents the cypermethrin isomers registered by EPA as the active ingredient for the zeta-cypermethrin
technical product used to formulate this end-use product.
